Jurisdiction 

1. This court has subject matter jurisdiction over this action under the 
Freedom of information Act. inconjunction with The Privacy act. Of 
1974,5U.S.C. 552(a)(4)(B), (a)(6)(C). 

Venue lies in this district under 5U.S.C. 552(a)(4)(B). 

In addition, because the claim arises by virtue of the Act., it arises under 
the laws of the United States and the court has subject matter jurisdiction 
pursuant to 28U.S.C.1331. 

Venue is proper in the Southern District of Texas because plaintiff resides 
in this district and certaint documents containing the information sought 
by plaintiff under the Freedom of Information Act. And The Privacy Act. 
Are located within this district. 

PARTIES 

2. Plaintiff is a citizen of the United States who resides in the city of Houston , State 
of Texas. 

3. Defendant The Federal Bureau of investigation principal place of business is in 
Washington,D.C. 

4. Defendant United States is made a party to this action pursuant to the provisions 
of 5U.S.C.702. 
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5. Defendant Federal Bureau of Investigation is a component of the Department of 
Justice. The F.B.I, is an agency within the means of 5U.S.C.(f). 

Complaint 

6. Plaintiff is an private citizen who on . made an request to the 
federal bureau of investigation for copies of any and all records which pertain to 
him which are in the custody, control and care of the f.b.i. pursuant to THE 
Freedom of information act. Inconjunction with the privacy act. 5 U.S.C. 552. 

7. A true and accurate copy of the request is attached to this complaint as plaintiffs 
exibit no. / 

8. Plaintiff has also attached a true and accurate copy of the return receipt to this 
complaint as plaintiffs exibit no. <f\ . 

9. FOIA/PA states "Each agency, upon any request for records made under paragraph (1), 

(2) , or (3) of this subsection, shall- determine within ten days twenty days (excepting 
Saturdays, Sundays, and legal public holidays) after the receipt of any such request 
whether to comply with such request and shall immediately notify the person making 
such request of such determination and the reasons therefor, and of the right of such 
person to appeal to the head of the agency any adverse determination" 

10. Defendant did not respond to the request as of today 

11. Plaintiff has exhausted its administrative remedies to compel disclosure of such 
information. 

12. Any person making a request to an agency for records under paragraph (1),(2) or 

(3) of this subsection shall be deemed to have exhausted his administrative 
remedies with respect to such request if the agency fails to comply with the 
applicable time limit provision of this paragraph. See 5U.S.C.552(a)(6)(C). 

13. Under the Freedom of Information Act. And Privacy Act. Plaintiff is entitled to an 
injunction order compelling the defendants to disclose the information sought by 
plaintiffs request. 

14. Wherefore plaintiff prays that this court enter an judgment: 

15. Directing the defendants to release to the plaintiff the material in which plaintiff 
requested; or without waving his right to inspect, make copies of, and photograph the 
requested material in the event that the defendant claims that some of the requested 
material falls within one of the seven exemptions; 

16. That the court order an "voughn index" in camera inspection of the requested material and 
order a judgment that the material that does not fall within the exemptions be released 
to plaintiff;and 

17. For all other relief that may be just and proper.
